ISPFECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.!
Negw Yorg, Oectober 17.—Managers
Muotrie and McGponigle met to-day and
eompleted the arrangements between the
New York and Brooklyn clubs for the
games of the world's championship, and al-
though Manager McGunuigle is so soon to
Jeave the Brooklyn club, he was as enthasi-
astic over the world's series as the greatest
erank. Followiug is the agreement between
the clubs:

Agr=ement. Memorandum of sgreement
made between the New York Baseball Clab,
of the National League, and the Brookizm
Baseball Club, of the American Associg-
tion, for a series of games to be known as the
world’s champioaship series.

First—It is agreed that the series shall con-
sist of not more than 11 games, the series to
terminste, however, apon either clob winnioga
majority of the full serics.

AX EQUAL DIVIDE.

Becond—Each club shall be entitled to and re-
ceive 50 per cent of the gross receipis (gate and
grand stand of each game). full settiement be-
1ng made each day. Each club shall pay all its
own expenses of grounds, police, pecessary ad-
vertising, etc. The home club to provide ad-
mission and grand stand tickets and ticket soll-
ers, and the risiting ¢lub to take tickets at the
gate and grand stand.

Third—T1he first game is to be played at the
New York club grounds Friday, October 18; the
second game st the Brooklyn club's grounds on
Saturday, Uctober 18, and the succeeding games
on alternste week days in New York and
Brookivo

Fourth—The price of admission to all games
shall be 50 cents, and admission to grand stand
&5 cents extra.

WILL IMPOSE FINES.

Fifth—All games shall be governed by snd
played under the joint piayiog ruoles of the
National League and American Association,
and the umpires are empowered and suthorized
to fine and impose penalties against players
precisely as doring the regular chsmpionship
saries. All fines imposed by the umpires shall
be paid to the opposing club within M hours,
uﬂp no succeeding game schedoled shall be
played until such nne is l)liﬂ. and such games
not played shall be forfeited to the ¢lob not in
fault. The umpire against whose decision an
offcosive protest is made shall have power to
1uis the offender off Lthe field, aa provided by
the rules

A COSTLY SOLUTION

0f the Electric Wire Problem Now
Staring Those Interested

FAIR AKD SQUARE IN THE FACE.

Enormous Possible Bxpenditures That
Threaten the Selvency of

THE PRINCIPAL LIGHTING COMPANIES,

Experts Hoping That a Way May Be Found Open
tor Bafety.

The solution of the eleotric wire problem
is dwelt upon by experis in New York City.
They acknowledge its importance, but be-
lieve it capable of speedy solving.

[EPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATOH.1

NEw York, October 17,—It has become
apparent that the whole electric wire ques-
tion is one of current tension. ‘The solution
of the vroblem is easily within popular com-
prehension, and there need be no confusion
over the hot technical disputes which the
electrical experts are having. The matter
is as simple as the difference between high
and low pressure boilers, and the questions
of eleciric and steam pressure are closely
analogous.

It is comparatively muech less expensive
to necomplish & given result by a high
preasure electric current than it is by & low
tension current. In other words, it costs
about one-third s much to light 100 arc
 inmps with a 3,000-volt current as it does
with 300 volts.

BANERUPTCY IN SIGHT.

While it is true, as stated by Mr. Edison
in & note printed recently, that an enforced
reduction in voltage would not compel the
companies to adopt his svstem, still it is
also true that such a change would involve
expenditures so enormous that the solvency
of all the eleotric lighting companies in
town would be threatened. It would
mean new dynamos, new wires, and
new aspparatus, It would mean,
probably, the establishment of new distrib-
uting stations, and an incresse 1in operating
expenses perhaps tenfold.

he best practical demonstration of the
difference between the high and low tension
currents is to be had from two or three re-
cent incidents in operating the Dalt electric
power wires, Albert Gray, the manager ot
the Daft Company’s lines and plani, said
to-day:

The moment the insulation at
any point becomes defective, the current will
escape first to the subway lining and then to
a gas pipe or water pipe or subway manhole
cover, and the most deadly and insidiouns
perils would meet us at e hand.
